NE of the important factors in education being the primary comfort and 
O well-being of the children, it is essential, amongst other things, that the 
schoolroom should be evenly and equably heated.

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FEES FOR PRIVATE ENTERPRISE HOUSES 

NEW scale of fees was agreed by the RIBA Council in January 1959 

for architectural services of a limited nature in connection with private 
enterprise houses. This followed a suggestion by the Federation of Registered 
House Builders that speculative builders might wish to make a more extended 
use of such services than was contemplated in the scale previously agreed by 
the RIBA under an arrangement made in July 1957. Architects and builders 
alike will no doubt be grateful to the Federation for initiating this further 
attempt to clarify a situation which has long been controversial and fraught 
with difficulty. 

The new scale, which is set out in this issue, shows that four broad categories 
of service are now contemplated, rising by graduated stages from the minimum 
service covered by the earlier agreement at £45 a house for each type design 
plus £10 royalty and layout, to the full service with general supervision where 
the architect is engaged by a developer other than a builder, at which stage 
a fee of approximately 6 per cent on the selling price of the first house is 
reached. The vexed question of printing charges and other out-of-pocket 
expense incurred by the architect is not referred to, but presumably the 
standard conditions will apply. This must cause many architects to wish 
once more that the RIBA could see its way to publishing one comprehensive 
document containing, in addition to the standard conditions of engagement 
and scale of fees, all the special variations such as those which are agreed 
from time to time with government departments and other bodies. 

Opinion will vary on whether this newly agreed scale is adequate. Certainly, 
architects who have done some of the best work in post-war speculative housing 
development will say that it is not nearly enough to enable architects to give 
the quality of service which work of a high standard in this field requires. 
It is nevertheless a move in the right direction, if for no other reason than 
that it acknowledges the services which architects can render to builders of 
small private housing schemes, and it is to be hoped that developers will take 
full advantage of the architectural services which are available to them at 
modest fees under this arrangement. The outstanding examples of successful 
private development of this nature since the war, most of which have been 
illustrated in this newspaper from time to time, have demonstrated the reward 
to be reaped from the architect-builder collaboration, and speculative builders 
can no longer afford, nor can the nationai interest allow them, to let unqualified 
designers loose on their schemes. 


QUALITIES OF COUNCIL MEMBERS 





N a letter on this subject published in our issue for April 24, Mr. Stanley 
W. Milburn wrote: ‘I entirely agree with you that we want the best and 
most experienced architects to represent us on the Council of the RIBA.’ 
Commenting on this in a covering note enclosed with a letter appearing in 


‘Correspondence’ in this week’s issue, a correspondent writes questioning 
whether skill in architecture is the best qualification for guiding the political 
affairs of a professional institution. * I see no connection whatever,’ he writes. 
‘If it were so, skill in architecture should be the primary requirement for 
membership of Parliament. It was not his skill as a bricklayer, a painter or 
a writer that made Churchill a great leader of the nation. A life spent in 
the study of one art or profession is more likely to unfit a man to guide the 
destinies of an association of men or of a nation, for which a broader outlook 
is absolutely essential.’ 

There are some debatable points on both sides. What is meant by * best,” 
and who are the best architects? So much depends on personal taste and 
opinion that it would be difficult to get any general agreement. If, however, 
we assume *‘ best” to mean architects of the greatest distinction irrespective 
of what we think about the quality of their work, there can be no doubt that

such men are needed on the Council of the RIBA. It would surely be unwise 
to entrust the destinies of the RIBA and architecture entirely to unknown 
assistants, though obviously their views must be properly represented. 

The parallel with Parliament is not an exact one. The qualities required 
of a man to guide a professional institution are very different from those 
required in Parliament, where within a short time one may have to consider 
subjects as diverse as crime, foreign policy or the design of motorways. Nor 
should we have much confidence in a House of Commons consisting entirely 
of back-benchers—as would be virtually the condition of the Council of the 
RIBA if it were to be deprived of what Mr. Milburn has called ‘ its best and 
most experienced architects.’ 

Sir Winston, so far from being unknown, was a world-famous figure, and 
it was his character, his statesmanship and his oratory that made him a great 
leader. Such qualities, though of course on a different level, are needed 
in the leaders of the RIBA. We agree that a broad outlook is essential to 
the holding of office, but it is surely not to be assumed that because a man 
is a good architect he is necessarily a fool in everything else. Our corres- 
pondent thinks that a life spent in the study of one art or profession * is more 
likely to unfit a man to guide the destinies of an association.’ Would he then 
prefer the RIBA to be guided by men who are not architects ? 


TOWARDS THE PROFESSIONAL BUILDER 


HE new articles of association to be submitted to an extraordinary general 

meeting of the Institute of Builders on May 20 mark another stage in 
the resurgence of the Institute and confirm the impression given by the new 
membership structure published in July, 1958. The Institute is turning itself 
into a thorough-going professional institution, modelled on the lines of the 
chartered institutions. 

This impression is deepened by a study of the new articles, admirably 
presented on one side of the page with a commentary opposite. Frequently 
changes from the existing articles are explained as following the practices 
of other professional bodies. The constitution of the Council with the increased 
weight of representation of Associates, the voting rights of Associates and, 
above all, the provision for the Council to make codes of conduct, all point 
strongly towards the builder as a professional man in the full sense of that 
term. 
the term * building industry* used in the previous articles and the former 
restriction of membership to British subjects is abandoned, there is a sense 
of wider scope and of more ambitious standards. Provision is made for 
branch representation on the Council, evidently in the full confidence of active 
branches of the Institute developing in all parts of the country. There is 
provision for postal ballots to meet the needs of a widespread membership. 
Embodied in the articles is the new membership structure, with admission 
and transfer arrangements brought into line with the practice of other 
professional bodies 

Seldom can so old-established an organisation have effected, without revolu- 
tion or discontinuity of activity, so far-reaching a change in its constitution. 
The origins of the Institute go back as far as those of RIBA or of the Institu 
tion of Civil Engineers, two bodies of high seniority among professional 
institutions in this country. Future students of the history of such institutions 
may be hard put to it to explain how it came about that industrial develop 
ment, which provided the circumstances for the expansion of other institu 
tions, was so slow to affect the Institute of Builders. It is commendable, 
however, that it is from the industry that the new spirit has come to demand 
a different type of Institute and to provide the confidence to take one great 
stride for the attainment of that end. : 

There is no accident about the fact that these changes have been preceded 
by a growing interest in recruitment and training and a wider regard for tech- 
nical knowledge. These are matters with which professional institutions have 
always concerned themselves very closely and the new policy of the Institution 
will focus attention afresh on these fundamental requirements for technical 
efficiency. The Institute's new scheme of examinations is required to complete 
the changed pattern, and the tone of the new articles encourages the hope 
that when particulars of the new examinations are published in September, 
the Institute may make a significant contribution to building education 

The effects of the new policy of the Institute cannot easily be foreseen, but 
it is evident that it may exercise a profound influence on the world of build 
ing, both on the contracting and on the professional sides. Indeed, it is this 
whole matter of sides which is most likely to be affected, and there is ample 
evidence in the field of civil engineering to justify the belief that the changes 
to come will be in the best interests of building owners and users, that is 
of the nation at large

Back to Tradition ? 

To the Editor of The Builder 
IR,—Is architecture doomed to be 
the sport of changing fashions ? 

During the present century we have seen 
nothing but a succession of variations 
on stylistic themes, including the con- 
temporary. As a layman who began to

IR,—The emphasis placed on London 
as a home of the arts in Britain 
requires further justification than it 
receives in the Arts Council report of 
April 21. Three major projects are sug- 
gested for the Metropolis—the National 
Theatre, for which a site on the South 
Bank is waiting; a medium-sized concert 
hall (probably as an addition to the Festi- 
val Hall); and an exhibition gallery, 
already proposed by the LCC on the 
South Bank. In addition the report notes 
plans in hand for new theatres in Kings 
way and at Notting Hill Gate: and a 

music centre in Regent's Park 
London, as the report says, is undoubtedly 
in a special position, as the focal point not 
only of the rest of the country but of visitors 
from abroad Yet it will seem to some 
observers that, excepting Scotland and Wales 
(the subjects of recommendations by national 
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committees of the Council) other parts of 
England are hardly done by in the matter of 
the arts, in particular the theatre, and I am 
among those who would prefer to see the 
projected National Theatre put right at the 
end of the priority list until such time as a 
sufficiency of repertory theatres is established 
throughout the country. London, with its 
many theatre clubs and existing theatres, 
already has adequate room for experimental 
work. 

Art questions aside, the report's concen 
tration upon Metropolitan needs will tend to 
aggravate the planning problem. Already 
the population drift to the south is a matte! 
for alarm; and support in the form of adding 
to the fund of cultural activities in the 
provinces (at present being encouraged 
almost solely by endeavour) is

Timber as Protection from Radiation 


To the Editor of The Builder 
IR,—Radiation is very much in our 
minds at the moment, as the recent 
international exercise on the problems of 
fall-out has demonstrated. Radiation, 
however, is nothing new. Man has been 
subjected to it ever since the beginning 
of time, both from outer space and from 
the earth itself, but the present concern 
arises trom the additions man is making 
to these natural radiations as a result of 
his recently-acquired ability to 
nuclear energy 
Anyone who takes this problem seriously 
may find comfort in the fact that one of 
man’s oldest friends—timber—comes to his 
aid yet again by providing a substantially 
higher degree of protection from radi- 
ation than other commonly-used building 
materials. In its ° News-Letter’ dated March, 
1959, the Central Electricity Generating 
Board quotes the following figures for radi 
ation received in the centre of a 
given conditions using different

I hus a move from a timber to a brick-built 
house involves an increase in radiation 
received corresponding to the local increase 
following the accident at Windscale in 1957! 
We are assured that these levels are not 
dangerous, and must accept the word of the 
experts; but the fact remains that wood 
gives more than twice the protection of other 
common building materials, and this alone 
must entirely accentuate and quicken the 
already marked swing towards the use of

R. FURNEAUX JORDAN, pontifi- 

cating recently, dismissed the English 
contribution to the modern movement as 
negligible on the plane of history, a melan- 
choly fact confirmed again by this year’s 
Royal Academy show. Conversely, the 
modern movement contributes significantly 
to what is on view, feeding it generously 
with gimmicks and gee-gaws. Handiest of 
current borrowings is the Edward Stone 
veiling which may be seen tastefully draped 
over a number of the exhibits at the same 
time concealing and revealing in the manner 
of German cabaret. 

It is tempting indeed to wonder whether 
the Academy might not be in part respon- 
sible for English architecture’s failure. With 
perhaps one exception everything is shown 
without a plan : the emphasis is entirely on 
buildings seen in the lump monumentally 
Like those wives who are adjuncts to their 
husbands, dressed to reflect success and 
desperately different from each other, 
buildings are here portrayed as if nothing 
mattered beyond skilful corsetry and expen- 
sive clothes.

Mannered in a totally inexplicable way 
is the work of Stk HuGH CAssoN and 
NEVILLE COoNDER, here represented by 
projects at Nottingham and Cambridge. 
Windows bob and jump about, are grouped 
and framed in heavy cowlings, start 
rhythms which break off jerkily and are set 
into wall areas which seem by their oddity 
of shape and colour to aim at chance and 
accident rather than design.

Another newcomer 
to the world of architectural perspective is 
PAUL BUCKHURST, one of the few exhibitors 
to put over his own work.

_ new building replaces one which was demolished 

to make way for this particular development The 
design was governed by three main planning require- 
ments : a set back of 30 ft. to be applied on Fountain- 
Street, the total height of the building from the back of 
the pavement to the roof line had to be restricted to 60 ft.. 
and car parking facilities had to be provided on a site that 
was already almost unmanageably small 

The site, which is not rectangular, occupies a valuable 
position in the business centre. In order to exploit its 
important position, the architects had to provide the 
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Offices in York-street, 


Manchester 


maximum office floor area. To help to 
achieve this, an in situ concrete frame with 
plate floors was used, so that by the 
elimination of normal beams, the only 
vertical structural waste would be the 8 in 
thick floor slabs. 

The reinforced concrete frame was 
stiffened by a concrete * scissor” type of 
staircase in the centre of the building. This 
type of staircase also enabled a secondary 
means of escape to be fitted into much the 
same space as that normally occupied by a 
traditional flight. 

In order to provide good daylighting to 
the office spaces, it was decided that the 
external cladding of the building should 
have as much insulated glass area as 
possible. All the external glazing, with the 
exception of the two large ground floor 
windows, is double glazed in a curtain wall 
which hangs around the structural frame 

The building contains a radio mast and 
a large amount of complicated radio equip- 
ment which the Automobile Association 
uses throughout the whole day. 

Car parking is provided in the basement 
with a vehicular lift access from a near 
roadway. The basement also includes the 
boiler house, a sub-station, and fuel oil 
storage for the heating 

The ground floor contains an entrance 
hall for the upper offices, and it is from this 
hall that the passenger lift and one of the 
scissor staircases lead. The main space is 
devoted to a public reception room with a 
corner revolving door, an information 
counter, radio weather maps, and a radio 
room behind a large glass panel. 
Administrative offices are situated behind 
the radio room and at the back of the 
building the exit from the second flight of 
the scissor stairs. This leads on to the 
near roadway on the opposite side of the 
building to the entrance hall 

The three upper floors all contain Auto- 
mobile Association offices with store rooms, 
canteen, cloak and rest rooms, etc. The 
top two floors are to be occupied by The 
Mobil Oil Co., Ltd., and they have similar 
accommodation 


The roof contains the usual tank rooms 
and the passenger lift motor room. The 
flat roof has a protective rail set back from 


the edge of the roof. There is a flagstaff 


and a 60 ft. radio mast.

Luncheon to Lord Mayor 


ELCOMING the Lord Mayor at the 

LMBA luncheon at the Savoy Hotel, 
London, last week, the President, Mr. K. J. 
PEARCE, said: ‘We meet my Lord Mayor, 
on a famous day in the traditional English 
calendar—May Day—a day surely on which 
to rejoice and be glad. For the winter of 
our discontents is over. Summer is on’ its 
way. And, in our particular case, fortified 
by recent announcements by the. Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, we are looking forward 
to busy times ahead. 

“Since 1940,’ Mr. Pearce continued, ‘ we 
have had specially close relations with the 
Lord Mayor, first in shoring up his damaged 
City; secondly in rebuilding its shattered 
fabric. The first we took in our stride; the 
second, an enormous task, is still in progress. 

“When I came into office as president, I 
determined that I would survey the City from 
the top of the Monument. What contrasts 
there are! The old buildings and familiar 
landmarks, dating back to the Middle Ages, 
in their blacks and greys; the new, still fresh 
in their gay colours and with their roof gar- 
dens showing new spring grass and bright 
with flowers.’ 

All around there were signs of great activity 
in the world of building; office blocks, ware- 
houses and flats were reaching up to the sky; 
giant cranes swung their vital loads to keep 
the craftsmen supplied, those craftsmen who,

like their predecessors in the old City Guilds, 
took such a pride in their work, He acknow- 
ledged the part which they played with the 
LMBA in such happy relationship, 

* You have already spent, my Lord Mayor,’ 
Mr. Pearce added, ‘well over £65m. in 
rebuilding your City. You have allocated, I 
believe, another £30m. to the next step for- 
ward. But the black gash of Cannon Street 
Station, prominent in the foreground, 
reminds us of the many other blank spaces 
in the City still remaining to be filled.’ 


Builders’ ‘ Great Work’ 


In his response the Lord Mayor, ALD. Sir 
HAROLD GILLETT, said that no one realised 
more than he the great work that the London 
builders had done in restoring the City of 
London, and he believed it could now be 
said, in May, 1959, that the old City had 
returned in spirit to the city of pre-war days, 
but it was of course much more modern in 
its architecture. It was a great achievement 
for the builders to have combined with their 
architect friends in rebuilding this great 
modern city which formed the Metropolis 
of the Commonwealth. He was an optimist, 
and believed that the City of London would 
occupy an even greater position in the world 
in the future than it had done in the past. 

The work of the builders in the City would 
therefore be of great advantage in the future, 


Pres iden’ R 
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but unfortunately the work proceeded too 
slowly. Whose fault this was he did not 
know, but he would like to lock up all of 
them responsible for building—builders, 
architects and planners—in one of the big 
hotels until they had sorted things out! It 
was a long time since the war had finished, 
and in his opinion they ought to have got 
more rebuilding done in the meantime, Visi- 
tors to this country last year spent £100m., 
and they wanted, he suggested, to see some- 
thing for their money other than open spaces. 

Continuing, the Lord Mayor said that he 
was glad to learn of the interest in the City 
shown by the LMBA through the work of 
the Guilds connected with building to assist 
in encouraging craftsmanship. He himself 
believed that the British craftsman had no 
equal, and it was essential to retain the skill 
of our craftsmen if we were to compete in 
the export market. For him, at any rate, 
* British is best.”

AA and College of Building 
A STATEMENT issued by the Presi- 
dent of the Architectural Association 
indicates that the negotiations which had 
been under discussion with the Ministry 
of Education since 1956 in regard to the 
establishment of a College of Building at 
the AA have broken down. A special AA 
council meeting on April 10 agreed in 
principle an integrated training for the 
profession but stipulated that negotiations 
should not be continued if association 
with the London County Council was 
involved. The statement adds: * Before 
the AA could formally enter such a pro- 
ject it would be necessary for a minimum 
of two-thirds majority to be obtained in 
a postal ballot of members, and it was 
apparent from the views of the Advisory 
Council and the Council that an adequate 
majority was extremely unlikely. As the 
Ministry states that there are no alterna- 
tive methods of financing such a College, 
it was clear that any further negotiations 
would be a waste of time.’ 

In spite of this the AA Council still 
hopes to make integrated training a part 
of its policy, and an informal meeting will 
be held at the AA on May 25 at 6.30 p.m. 
to discuss ways and means.

Sparsely Attended AGM Discuss 
Education and Finance 


EWER than .150 members were 
present on Tuesday night at the RIBA 
when Mr. Basil Spence, OBE, ARA, Pre- 
sident, presided over the annual general 
meeting. He was supported on the plat- 
form by Mr. E. D. Jefferiss Mathews, hon. 
Treasurer, and Mr. Richard Sheppard, 
hon. Secretary. In attendance were the 
Secretary, Mr C. D. Spragg, and the 
Secretary-elect, Mr. Gordon Ricketts, who 
was formally introduced to the meeting. 
The HON, SECRETARY having proposed that 
the annual report be received, both report 
and accounts were open for discussion. There 
was remarkably little said on the major 
issues that have been before the council. 
Mr, D. McMorran asked two questions: 
first, in that the board of Architectural 
Education was considering some second cate 
gory of intake into the profession, was this 
at the Council’s direction? The answer given 
by Mr. BrEaty-POWNALL was ‘ Yes.” Mr. 
BEATY-POWNALL answered a second question 
by saying that the composite or * sandwich’ 
course organised by tthe Manchester Re 
gional College of Art School of Architecture 
was not .qualified for recognition, but had 
reached the stage of being open for inspec- 
tion, which was a necessary preliminary. The 
normal period for recognition, he said, was 
about seven years. On the subject of a two- 
tiered profession, A SPEAKER from the hall 
said that such an idea would not be accepted 
by a considerable body of the profession. 
On the report of the Public Relations 
Committee, the new format of the Report 
received what can only be described as luke 
warm support; Mr. L. K. WATSON received 
an assurance that the sizes of publications 
now determined would be retained. Mr. ¢ 
BonpD pressed for the appointment of a Press 
Officer to publicise architecture in the daily 
Press Mr. LioneL. Bretr (chairman of 
committee) thought the profession was get- 
ting a better Press but agreed that a Press 
Officer was needed. ‘ The difficulty.” he said, 
‘is to get the right man.’ Several speakers 
thought more could be done for visual educa- 
tion through schools and teachers’ training 
colleges. The latter, according to MR 
ALLPORT WILLIAMS, were a dead but 
something could be done by day conferences 
or lectures to sixth formers, a ‘point with 
which others agreed 
Mr. A. G. LING was 


loss, 


horrified that there 
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were still 38 important County Boroughs 
which still had no chief architect; he thought 
that the first step was to get architects into 
the Engineers’ and Surveyors’ departments, 
and then to press for their establishment as 
chief officers. 

The reports of the Constitutional, Com- 
petitions, Practice and ad hoc committees, 
among others, passed without comment of 
any kind, but on Finance. Mr. GEorGt 
Wuitsy drew attention to the estimates of 
shortfall on the Premises account which, he 
said, had varied at different times between 
£100,000 and £73,000, but now seemed to 
have settled at £91,000. Mr. MATHEWS said 
that this was so, and that the Council had 
raised by one means or another £21,000, 
which, with the £70,000 loan that had been 
obtained, meant that the whole of the work 
on No. 68 and extensions to No. 66 would 
have been paid for. Mr. Wuirsy then ini- 
tiated a discussion on the propriety of rais 
ing, as he said, the bulk of the £21,000 from 
an increase in examination fees. The Insti- 
tute, he said, by doing so were setting a 
premium on membership of the RIBA and, 
more than that, on entry to the profession, 
since the RIBA examinations or those con- 
ducted by the approved schools were the 
only means of an architect being able to 
practise. ‘Should Parliament learn about 
this, said Mr. Whitby, ‘it could be a very 
serious thing. We should immediately reduce 
our fees for examinations, so that it may 
not be said of us that we are making money 
out of a monopoly.’ Support for this, in 
various forms, came from several speakers 
Mr. MATHEWS put the Council’s case, which 
was that the cost of examinations (shown in 
the accounts as £5,831) and the income 
(shown as £25,394) did not represent a true 
picture, in that certain. overheads were not 
taken into account. In any case, he felt that 
the privilege of joining the RIBA was some- 
thing which an examinee should be prepared 
to pay for. THE PRESIDENT supported this 
view, and after Mr. EVERARD Haynes, Secre 
tary to the Board, had made clear that there 
was no compulsion on a student to pay fees 
to the RIBA but could join the Register on 
payment of a guinea to ARCUK, the matter 
was allowed to drop, THE PRESIDENT stating 
that the Council had the matter under con- 
Stant review. 

Mr. Wuirtsy, acknowledging the courtesy 
with which his comments had been received, 
then asked the Constitutional Committee to 
consider, when drafting new by-laws, to have 
in mind the creation of a new class of Life 
membership to which members of long stand 
ing could be elected on payment of a nominal 
subscription. The meeting then closed

Reduced Scale for Limited Services 


FOR 


SMALL 


Agreed by RIBA Council 


Following representations by the Federation of Registered House Builders on 
the desirability of reduced architects’ fees for limited services in connection 
with the design of small houses, the RIBA Council has agreed the following 


scales of fees for the special circumstances 


which is now issued for publication. 


ib July, 1957, the RIBA Council 
approved an interpretation of the 
RIBA Scale of Professional Charges 
which might apply in cases where archi- 
tects were asked to perform limited ser- 
vices in connection with the design of 
small private houses. The approved scale 
for this purpose was aimed at meeting 
two different types of case: (i) where such 
limited architectural services were 
required by individual owners of private 
houses; ‘and (ii) where limited architec- 
tural services were required by builders 
for small private housing development. 

The Federation of Registered House 
Builders, having represented to the RIBA 
that builders may wish to make use of a 
more extended architectural service than 
was contemplated in the second part of 
the scale approved in 1957, the RIBA 
Council in January, 1959, approved the 
scales set out below. The Council in 
approving these scales wishes to 
emphasise that the services offered are of 
a limited nature only and cannot be 
regarded as a substitute for full architec- 
tural services. 

The scales (except in Paragraph A1) 
are based on the freehold selling price to 
the public of the houses as being the 
most convenient method, and the per- 
centages mentioned are adjusted to be an 
interpretation of the normal RIBA Scale 
to meet the type of service set out therein, 
taking into account the element of repe- 
tition. 

The scales contemplate several different 
degrees of service, any one of which may 
be sought by a builder. The first of such 
degrees (set out in Paragraph Al) 
embraces those services already provided 
in respect of repetitive work under the 
1957 arrangement and provides for fees 
at the existing rate; the other degrees are 
progressions from that stage. 

The final degree covers full architec- 
tural services under the RIBA Scale of 
Professional Charges, apart from super- 
vision. Full supervision and other addi- 
tional architectural services which the 
builder might require would attract 
further fees as set out in Paragraph D. 

A. Minimum Special Services. 

1. Fees for small private enterprise houses 
not exceeding 1,000 sq. ft. in area, excluding 
outbuildings (the 1957 scale).—For preparing 
1 in. scale type plans and 1/500th scale lay- 
out, together with drawings and particulars 
sufficient to enable application to be made 
for Town Planning, By-law and/or Building 
Act approvals:

EVERYDAY THINGS

LXXIX.—Doors 


OLDING doors: those gracious 

double doors which folded back and 
bid you welcome and are now a thing of 
the past. They went with Regency and 
flunkeys—one for each door, so, of 
course, we can no longer have double 
doors as we no longer have a servant for 
even one door.

Where they still remain in existence we 
find ourselves squeezing through half the 
opening. But they were rather grand: 
2 ft. 9 in. each door, making a 5 ft. 6 in. 
opening for my lady to sweep graciously 
through without crushing the hoops of 
her crinoline. Are we losing dignity? Of 
course we are, and | doubt if we are gain- 
ing much in its place. 

Dignity in domestic work died when we 
returned to the low ceiling. We had to 
reduce the height of the ceilings when we 
could no longer afford the extra stairs, 
longer window draperies, cleaning, heat- 
ing and all the other extravagances which 
it caused. With the lowering of height 
went smaller rooms and in consequence 
smaller doors, until our final parsimony 
resulted in the smallest door we could 
possibly squeeze through, and now with 
open plans and central heating we leave 
them out altogether. 

We are gradually coming back full 
circle to the open living plan of the cave- 
dweller. 

But we still have the front door, the one 
I have always called the ‘ welcome door, 
of which the Georgians made such a 
feature with overdoor, fanlight and broad 
flight of steps. It was opulent but hos- 
pitable and on entering you felt almost as 
if the very ceiling were embracing you 
as you walked up the steps. 

Then there is the round-headed door, 
again a thing of the past because curves 
no longer enter into the order of things. 
The circular headed door had a satisfying 
appearance, but it was not very scientific 
and could give trouble both in the making 


and opening. There were also beautifully 
panelled and highly polished mahogany 
doors; sometimes solid, sometimes 
veneered, but always exquisitely moulded, 
made like a museum piece of furniture 
and forming part of the decoration of the 
room. 

Then paint crept into the scheme of 
things and all the woodwork in a room 
was painted, but still the door remained a 
feature. Even in the days of seasoned 
timber, doors were never clamped up 
immediately they were made: they were 
left loose to allow the parts to settle 
together before they were clamped up and 
finished off. 

The ledged door, the ledged and braced 
door, the framed ledged and braced doors, 
the panelled doors, two-panelled, four- 
panelled; all appeared in the specifica- 
tion—no standard width or height and all 
hand made. You paid your money and 
you took your pick. Not until the Cana- 
dian doors with five horizontal panels 
came in did the size become standardised: 
then they were 2 ft. 6 in. x 6 ft. 6in. and 
2 ft. 8 in. x 6 ft. 8 in. which meant 
cutting an inch off top and bottom to get 
them lined up. These were dowelled, not 
tenoned. 

Today the flush door has taken pre- 
cedence Over all others and it is so scien- 
tifically made that it can be relied upon 
to fit. It is very hygienic with no mould- 
ings to collect dust, just a plain surface 
left in natural wood and polished or 
painted. It fulfils its job of closing a gap 
in a wall which after all is what a door 
is for—no more, no less. It is not a thing 
of beauty in itself except in the simple 
and utilitarian performance of its func- 
tion. 

Doors can be a fascinating study and I 
take pleasure in them all with one excep- 
tion. I would like to be preserved from 
the vicious pair of double swing doors 
designed to crash in the face. 
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LONDON’S HOUSING PROBLEM 


‘Why Ministry Sometimes 
Overrules Local Councils’ 


AS a luncheon given in her honour by 
Brigadier G. M. B. Portman, chairman 
of Hambledon Rural District Council, at 
Witley, Surrey, on April 30, DAME EVELYN 
SHARP, Permanent Secretary to the Ministry 
of Housing and Local Government, said that 
Greater London was not seeking land for 
selfish or ‘some sort of imperialistic’ 
reasons, They had thousands of people 
living in intolerable conditions. ‘What are 
they to do?’ she asked. The attitude of the 
surrounding local authorities was ‘ yes, but 
not here,’ and that was why the Ministry 
had to overrule them sometimes. 

No government, Dame Evelyn declared, 
wished to reorganise government—it 
was an absolute vote-loser whatever they did 

but it had to be done. There was a risk 
of local authorities losing some of their func- 
tions if they were not equipped to deal with 
them. In the last 20 years they had lost 
many which could have been avoided if 
reorganisation had taken place 

The handling of traffic and transport, for 
instance—one of the largest domestic prob 
lems of our day—might be made the respon 
sibility of local authorities, but they would 
have to be reorganised to take it on and that 
would mean reducing the number of local 
authorities. 

The Ministry, said Dame Evelyn, was 
accused of liking large authorities for large- 
ness’s sake. All they wanted to see was 
stronger, more independent and more 
obstreperous local authorities. 

BRIG. PoRTMAN told the gathering that jn 
the last 10 years there had been 6,500 appli- 
cations to build houses in the Hambledon 
Rural District, most of which had been 
refused and, they would continue to be 
refused. There had been 148 appeals and in 
91 of them the Council had succeeded.

EFFECTS OF PROPOSED LONDON 
MOTORWAY 


HE redevelopment implications of the 

proposed ‘A’ ring motorway in London, 
described in the House of Commons recently 
(The Builder, March 27), were mentioned in 
a written question in the House of Lords on 
April 17 by Lorp Derwent. He asked why 
the redevelopment of extensive areas on all 
the properties adjoining the motorway was 
considered necessary as a result of providing 
the motorway, and under what procedure a 
grant would be made from Government 
funds available for the road programme for 
any unavoidable redevelopment. 

EarL BATHURST wrote in reply: ‘If a 
motorway like the suggested “A” ring road 
were built in London, it would, whatever 
line it followed, radically alter the character 
of the neighbourhood through which it 
passed. For example, some at present quiet 
areas would have to take heavy traffic; 
property would have for social or aesthetic 
reasons to be demolished beyond the con- 
fines of the actual line of the road; localities 
would be divided, making it more difficult 
for people to go to their usual shops, schools 
and places of work and entertainment; and 
raised structures, if used for this motorway, 
would create special problems each side of 
them. 

‘For reasons of this nature, it must be 
presumed that if such a motorway were built, 
extensive areas adjoining it would have to 
be redeveloped. The Minister of Transport 
has no power to make funds available for 
such redevelopment beyond the compensa- 
tion payable for property which has to be 
acquired for the construction of the road.” 


COST LIMIT ON +‘ MINOR’ SCHOOL 
PROJECTS DOUBLED 


HEN the Schools Regulations, 1959, 

were debated on April 27, Sir 
EpwarpD Boy.e, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry of Education, explained that 
the arrangements for major building pro- 
jects—those costing £20,000 or more—would 
remain unchanged. Broadly speaking, he 
said, these projects would still require 
Ministry approval, and approval of plans 
and cost at final plan stage. 

There were certain changes for minor 
building projects. The limit on a minor 
capital project had been doubled from 
£10,000 to £20,000. The only control they 
proposed to exercise over projects costing 
between £10,000 and £20,000 was approval 
of plans and cost at sketch plan stage. 
Under the old procedure these projects had 
to go through a more elaborate procedure 
applied to major projects. 

As well as giving more authorities a sub 
stantially larger Government allocation for 
minor works in the current year, they were 
also giving them a great deal more freedom 
to select the minor works which they 
wished to carry out. The old procedure 
required about four-fifths of all minor pro- 
jects to be approved in principle by the 
Minister before they could be started, but 
in future only a very small minority of pro- 
jects would require approval in principle. 
For the great majority of projects, authori 











ties would be freed entirely from the need 
to justify the projects which they chose. 

Projects costing under £10,000 would be 
freed very largely from controls of any 
kind. It was difficult to estimate the exact 
proportion which would have to obtain the 
Minister’s approval but probably whereas 
about four-fifths of minor projects formerly 
had to come to the Ministry for approval, 
in future only about three-quarters of them 
would have to do so. 


TOWN AND COUNTRY PLANNING 
BILL 


N amendment by Lorp SILKIN to delete 
from the Town and Country Planning 
Bill the clause which provides for additional 
compensation for new planning permission 
in respect of land acquired, was rejected by 
38 votes to 19 in the House of Lords on 
April 27. 
Describing it as the most doubtful and 
controversial clause in the Bill, Lord Silkin 
said it permitted the vendor, in a case where 


further permission for development had 
been granted within five years, to go back 
to the acquiring authority and claim 
additional compensation. If within five 


years it should turn out that the acquiring 
authority was able to make more profitable 
use of the land than the one on which the 
acquisition took place, the vendor could re- 
open the matter and get the benefit of the 
more profitable use. If it should turn out 
that the acquiring authority could only use 
it less profitably, they could not reopen the 
transaction and recover from the vendor the 
additional price paid for the land. 

The clause created undesirable principles. 
The way in which the matter could be re- 
opened was one-sided. It was grossly unfair 
and wrong in principle. It was giving to 
owners of land, in addition to the benefits 
of the Bill, an additional benefit which was 
without justification Further, it would 
create a state of unsettlement and sterilisa- 
tion of land for ive years. While the pro- 
vision would not in practice inure very 
much to the benefit of owners because of 
the natural tendency of local authorities to 
wait five years before making any change of 
use, it would have the great disadvantage 
that it might hold up development for five 
years. 

ViIscoUNT Ki~Mutr, the Lord Chancellor, 
said the effect on value could be so great that 
a change of purpose involving a new per 
mission, if it occurred within a fairly short 
time of acquisition, ought in fairness, he 
believed, to reopen the compensation 
question. In most cases where there was a 
change of intention the land would not have 
been used since acquisition and might well 
have been left in the hands of the owner. 
It would be mainfestly unfair that an owner 
should receive a lower value for his land 
because an acquiring authority bought it too 
early, at a time when they did not need it 
for the purpose to which it was afterwards 
put. 

Social justice did not imply automatically 
coming down on the side of the State or the 
local authority, or the ‘big battalions’ 
against the individual. It meant that the 
individual must also get a fair deal. If 
compulsory powers were used to get an 
individual’s land for one purpose and then 
they got planning permission or were in a 
position to use the land for a more profitable 
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purpose, why should that individual be 
sacrificed to the ‘big battalion’ or the local 
authority? 

It was not the issue that the individual 
should not lose his land; he was going to 
lose it and surrender it for the public pur- 
pose. All the Government were saying was 
that when he lost it, was it not right that 
he should get a fair price—a price correlated 
to the purpose for which the land was used 
and not a price related to an entirely 
different purpose? 

A new clause was added to the Bill which, 
said the Lord Chancellor, would give to 
parish councils and to parish meetings where 
there was no parish council, a general power 
to appropriate land, which was not required 
for the purpose for which it was held, to 
another purpose approved by the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government and the 
parish meeting. Parish councils, he explained, 
had some limited powers of appropriation 
at present but were sometimes embarrassed 
by the absence of a general power. The 
new clause was moved in response to a 
request from the National Association of 
Parish Councils. 

On Clause 33 (Rights of awners where 
application made for planning permission) 
the Lord Chancellor moved amendments 
which, among other things, he said, prevented 
the advertisement system from being used 
too freely as a means of avoiding the notifi- 
cation of individual owners. The amend- 
ments were agreed to. 


ARCHITECTURAL ADVICE ON THE 
NEW MOTORWAYS 
R. IREMONGER asked the Minister 


of Transport on April 29 whether he 
was aware that the Royal Institute of British 
Architects had received an unsatisfactory 
answer from the West Midlands and West 
Riding study groups on urban motorways, 
set up by him, to its representations con- 
cerning the desirability of appointing archi- 
tects to these study groups; and whether he 
was satisfied that adequate attention would 
be given in future to the danger of the 
‘ subtopianisation ’ of increasing areas of the 
country. 

Mr. HAROLD WATKINSON: *‘ Yes. I fully 
appreciate the importance of using the best 
professional advice in this matter. I have 
written to the chairmen of the two com- 
mittees, to which Mr. Iremonger refers, 
suggesting that they might consider asso- 
ciating an architect or planning expert with 
the work of their Committees from an early 
stage. The Committees are, of course, local 
authority Committees, and not responsible 
to me.’ 

Mr. IREMONGER: ‘Is the Minister aware 
that the relationship between the architec- 
tural bodies and the local authorities does 
not seem to be happy? Will he use his good 
offices to see that things are smoothed over? ” 

Mr. WATKINSON: ‘I am aware that the 
professional architectural associations feel 
that their advice has not been sought as 
much as they would like. It is the wish of 
myself and my department that we should 
use their advice as much as we can. We 
shall need all the advice we can get if we 
are to solve particularly the urban road 
problem. So there is no lack of good will 
on the part of the Ministry.’ 

There were cheers when Mr. STRAUSS 
asked the Minister to do his best to prevent 
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* subtopianisation, and Mr. Watkinson com 
mented: ‘I certainly agree with that.’ 

Mr. GRESHAM COOKE asked the Minister 
of Transport on what trunk road and motor- 
way projects, apart frdm the London- 
Birmingham motorway, he had consulted the 
Advisory Committee on Landscape Treat 
ment of Trunk Roads; and to what extent, 
in respect of any such schemes, the Com- 
mittee had expressed the view that it was 
not consulted at an early enough stage. 

Mr. WATKINSON wrote in reply on April 
29: ‘Since their appointment in 1956 the 
Committee have considered the proposed 
lines of route for 17 trunk road projects, 
and 5 motorway projects. The Committee 
or their representatives have also inspected 
28 schemes at a later stage in order to con- 
sider landscaping treatment. The Committee 
have also considered 156 detailed planting 
schemes. I am very grateful to them for the 
great contribution that they are making to 
the amenity aspect of our new road system. 

‘It is our policy to consult the Commit- 
tee at all appropriate stages, but in the early 
years of the road programme, as the Com- 
mittee appreciate, it was not possible, with- 
out seriously delaying schemes, to give them 
a full opportunity to consider all lines of 
route for which plans were already far 
advanced or were of special urgency.’ 

OTHER BUSINESS 
Nuclear Power Station 

Mr. GouGu asked the Paymaster General 
on April 14 for a statement on the proposed 
nuclear power station at Earnley. 

Sir IAN Horosin, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Power, wrote in reply: * 1 under- 
stand that the Central Electricity Generating 
Board propose to investigate !and at Earnley 
to ascertain whether it is technically suitable 
for a nuclear power station. If it should 
prove suitable they may in due course apply 
to the Minister of Power for his consent to 
the construction of a station on the site. At 
that stage, the Minister would consider any 
representations made to him by interested 
parties and if necessary order a_ public 
inquiry before deciding whether or not to 
give his con¢ent.” 


Hospital Design Competition 


Sik HERBERT BUTCHER asked the Minister 
of Health on, April 20, wether he was now 
in a position to make a statement in con 
nection with the progress of the new 
hospital at Boston. 

Mr. WALKER-SMITH: ‘The accommoda 
tion to be provided at the new hospital has 
been decided, and an architectural competi- 
tion for its design will be held shortly. An 
assessor to judge the entries has been 
appointed, and the precise conditions of the 
competition will shortly be with 
him.”

Car Parking Facilities 

Replying to a debate on parking meter 
schemes on April 20, Mr. NuGenrt, Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Ministry of Trans 
port, referring to the need for more off-street 
parking facilities, said that Westminster City 
Council had a scheme for building an off- 
street garage in Waverton-street, which was 
to the south-west of Grosvenor-square, in a 
very good central position. He had no doubt 
that this scheme would go ahead. His recol- 
lection was that there would be accommo- 
dation for between 250 and 300 cars and the 


council would get on with the building as 
quickly as possible. 

Mr. D. Jones asked if Mr. Nugent was 
aware that Finsbury Council architects had 
indicated that they had devised a scheme for 
saving the trees in Finsbury-square and at 
the same time putting a car park under the 
garden. 

Mr. NuGent: *‘ Yes, I shall be delighted 
when that is built. I have taken a great deal 
of trouble to expedite that scheme but it has 
run into certain legal difficulties. There is 
not the same amenity to preserve in that 
area as in some squares in the West End. 

A scheme to build an underground garage 
under the parade ground part of Hyde Park 
near Marble Arch was under consideration 
and was complementary to the general deve 
lopment of parking meters. It was not pos- 
sible to consider one without the other. 


Local Authority Housing 

Mr. FRANK ALLAUN (Lab., Salford E.) 
asked the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government on April 21 what further assist 
ance, other than by subsidy, he proposed to 
give to local authorities in order to enable 
them to increase their house-building pro- 
grammes. 

Mr. BROOKE: ‘Since 1951 more than two 
million new houses have been built in Great 
Britain at an average rate of some 300,000 
a year. This high level has been made pos 
sible by the continued growth of private 
building for general housing needs. As a 
result, the housing situation in the country 
has been enormously improved. In these 
circumstances, though in many areas there 
is still a strong continuing demand for 
houses, it was to be expected that the tota! 
number needing to be provided by 
authorities should decline. 

‘Nevertheless, they have continued to 
build on a substantial scale, and have been 
told by Circular 60/58 that I am prepared 
to approve the building of an increased 
number of houses by individual authorities 
during the current year.”

Loss of Agricultural Land 

SiR ANTHONY Hurp asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government on April 
21 if he would make a statement of the 
estimated loss of agricultural land to all 
other purposes during the five-year period 
covered by the development plans on the 
basis of those plans and supplementary 
information 

Mr. BevINs, Parliamentary Secretary: 
‘An analysis has been made of a 
number of development plans. This shows 
that, at the time the plans .were prepared, 
planning authorities in England and Wales 
thought that, roughly, some 500,000 acres 
more would be needed for purposes such as 
housing, industry, schools and open space 
The plans cover 20-year periods, and the 
estimate cannot be broken down into 
shorter periods. Particulars of this analysis 
will be given in the annual report of the 
department to be published shortly.’

Private Street Works 

Mr. SWINGLER asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, on April 
21, if, in view of the hardship suffered by

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LONDON COUNTY COUNCIL 
Michael Faraday Memorial 


HE Mayor of Southwark has -taken the 

lead in bringing together representatives 
of organisations interested in the provision 
of a memorial to Michael Faraday, whose 
birthplace was near the Elephant and Castle, 
it was reported to the meeting of the Lon- 
don County Council, on May 5. The LCC’s 
improvement scheme at the Elephant and 
Castle requires that an electricity sub- 
station. belonging to the London Transport 
Executive be re-sited and as the most 
economic alternative site is on the central 
island of the roundabout, it is considered 
that it would be appropriate for the new 
sub-station to be so designed that it would 
also serve as a memorial to Michael Fara- 
day. 

The design for the building, approved by 
the Faraday Memorial Committee and the 
Town Planning Committee, comprises a 
steel-framed structure in the form of an 
inverted pyramid, supported by aluminium- 
framed glazed walls containing the sub- 
station equipment suitably laid out for dis- 
play. A building of the proposed size and 
character will provide a most effective cen- 
tral feature in the large open space formed 
by the buildings at the northern end of the 
new Elephant and Castle road system and 
will be a point of great architectural inte- 
rest both by day and night. The scheme 
also provides for a piece of sculpture on a 
paved area, next to the building. 

The cost of a specially designed sub- 
station will, it is estimated, exceed that of 
an jordinary sub-station by £8,500. The 
Faraday Memorial organising committee 
propose to make a public appeal for con- 
tributions to provide a memorial and also 
scholarships and other educational benefits 
connected with electrical and chemical 
studies. 

In the special circumstances the LTE has 
agreed that the Council shall be responsible 
for the design and erection of the new 
building on behalf of the Executive. The 
pressure of other commitments of the Coun- 
cil’s architect makes him unable to under- 
take the preparation of the structural 
drawings and it will be necessary to appoint 
consulting structural engineers to undertake 
the work. 


New Principal Housing Architect 


AFTER public advertisement, Mr. K. J. 
Campbell, ARIBA, assistant housing archi- 
tect, was recommended for promotion to the 
position of principal housing architect 
vacated by Mr. H. J. Whitfield Lewis, 
ARIBA. The post carries a scale of annual 
salary of £2,450 rising to £2,650. 


Blackwall Tunnel Duplication 


THe Town Planning Committee stated 
that the report of the appointed engineers, 
Messrs. Mott, Hay and Anderson, on the 
work of driving the new tunnel in the Black- 
wall Tunnel duplication scheme has been 
received, and the Council were asked to 
approve the engineers’ estimate for the work 
of £5,117,000, together with supplementary 
estimates for work (to be undertaken by the 
LCC) on the approaches, rehousing and so 
on, making a total cost for the scheme of 
£8,972,000. 


Industry in Expanding Towns 


Tue Housing Committee sought approval 
for expenditure of £15,000 in 1959-60 for the 
advertising of industrial sites in expanding 
towns with which the Council has agree- 
ments under the Town Development Act, 
1952. 


School Building Programme 


THe Schools Planning Sub-Committee 
reported that a draft building programme for 
1960-63 now being discussed with the 
Ministry of Education contains nearly 100 
projects. Included in the draft programme 
are schemes for new schools and for the 
extensive improvement or rebuilding of old 
ones—schemes which were not admissible 
until the White Paper ‘ Secondary Education 
for All—a New Drive’ removed restrictions 
upon school building. Much of the land 
required for these projects is already in the 
Council’s possession but land for 36 projects 
needs to be acquired at an estimated cost of 
£1,617,850. 


NATIONAL JOINT COUNCIL 
Annual Meeting 


AT THE annual general meeting of the 
National Joint Council for the Building 
Industry, held in London on April 30, the 
retirement was announced of Mr. I. Ernest 
Jones, MA, BSc, who has been the 
employers’ secretary on the Council since 
1932.

INTRODUCTORY BUILDING 
TRADE COURSE 


A RESIDENTIAL introductory building trades 
course is being organised by the Oxford- 
shire Education Committee’s Rycotewood 
College of Rural Crafts. 

Some of the particular aims and objectives 
of the course are to introduce the student to 
three building crafts—carpentry and joinery, 
plumbing and bricklaying, before taking up 
employment; also to provide them with the 
opportunity of commencing preparation for 
the intermediate City and Guilds examina- 
tions; to encourage students to take appro- 
priate subjects in the GCE at the end of the 
course; the opportunity to obtain an appro- 
priate reduction in the period of indentured 
apprenticeship. The course is approved and 
recognised by the National Joint Council 
for the Building Industry. 

This one year course commences annually 
in September. Applications for admission to 
the College should be made not later than 
the end of May. Admission will be as a 
result of a written examination in English 
and arithmetic taken at a centre near the 
student’s home, and an interview at the 
College. Students wishing to apply should 
be 15 years of age and have completed their 
secondary education. Tuition fee is £105, 
boarding fee £115. Further details are 
obtainable from the principal at Priest End, 
Thame, Oxford. 
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PROPOSED NEW HOTEL, 
PARK LANE 


Statement by the Royal Fine Art 
Commission 


HE Royal Fine Art Commission have 
issued the following statement on the 
proposed 320ft. high hotel for Park-lane: 

A revised design for a new hotel to be 
erected on the site of nos. 20-24 Park4dane 
and of houses to the rear has recently been 
submitted to the London County Council 
for planning approval. 

The Royal Fine Art Commission was con- 
sulted in June, 1957, on the first design for 
this building, which was to be about 380 ft. 
high, and it informed the County Council 
that in its opinion the site was not one on 
which a building much above the normal 
height of about 100 ft. should be permitted. 

A Public Inquiry was held in November, 
1957, and planning permission was refused 
on account of the high density, but the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
made iit clear that if the density were reduced 
he would not object to a building above the 
normal height. 

The latest proposal, on which the Com- 
mission has also been consulted, is for a 
building about 320 ft. high. 

The Commission is not opposed to high 
buildings in London as such. It is a question 
of size and shape, architectural quality and 
relation to setting. Each case must be con 
sidered on its merits. As far as the erection 
of high buildings around public open spaces 
is concerned, the Commission’s views were 
set out in the following statement submitted 
to the LOC in April, 1956, as follows: 

‘The Commission considers that it 
would be unwise to suggest that the 
proximity of open spaces necessarily 
makes a high building desirable. High 
buildings dominating the London Parks or 

Commons would provide spectacular views 

for those who occupied them: but for 

those who used the open spaces, the rural 
atmosphere which is found in many of 
them and which is uniaue to London 

would disappear. This would constitute a 

grave loss.’ 

If permission were given for an excep- 
tionally high building in this case the Com- 
mission does not see how it would be pos- 
sible to refuse permission for other excep- 
tionally high buildings at different points on 
the perimeter of the central parks, and the 
final result would be the destruction of that 
sense of remoteness from the atmosphere of 
a big city which is one of their unique assets. 
The example of Central Park, New York, 
shows that even a large park can be domi- 
nated by buildings. 

The Commission believes that it has the 
support of a large body of public opinion 
in its Opposition to the present proposal.

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NEW ZEALAND HOUSE 
Building Contract Placed 


HE New Zealand Government has 
awarded a: firm contract to Messrs. 
Holland & Hannen and Cubitts Ltd., of Lon- 
don, for the first phase of the erection of 
the New Zealand House in London, at the 
corner of the Haymarket and Pall Mall. 
The successiul contraciors submitted the 
lowesi total tender of the ten received. This 
was announced on April 30 in Wellington 
by the Prime Minister, Mr. Walter Nash, 
who said that the first of the two phases 
into which the contract was split entailed 
the excavation, foundation and sub-structare 
up te ground level. The seeond phase will 
be the construction of the above-ground 
structure,.and for this a provisional tender 
submitted by Messrs. Holland & Hannen 
and Cubitts has also been accevted, subject 
to later confirmation of actual cost when 
detailed drawings and quantities are 
available. 


Tenders Below Estimates 


Mr. Nash said it was of interest to note 
that all ten tenders submitted were sub- 
stantially below the original estimates, and 
the closeness of tendering showed that the 
time chosen for inviting tenders, in relation 
to the state of the market, coupled with 
the considerable prestige attaching to the 
contract, had resulted in unusually keen 
competition. Completion of the first phase 
is scheduled for December 31, 1959; the 
second phase is scheduled to start in 
October, 1959, with a contract period of 
18 months, so that the building should be 
finished in March, 1961. 

‘We are particularly pleased to have won 
the New Zealand House contract,’ said Mr. 
E. R. Hole, managing director of Cubitts, 
‘and our New Zealand associates, Cubitt 
Wells Ltd., will work with us on this con- 
tract. They are at this moment building the 
largest office block in Wellington for the 
New Zealand Government. We shall now 
bring over New Zealand engineers and 
apprentices to take part in erecting New 
Zealand House.’ The estimated cost of the 
whole ‘building is £1,750,000. 

Architects for New Zealand House are 


Messrs. Robert Matthew and Johnson- 
Marshall, F/ARIBA; consulting engineers 
are Scott and Wilson, Kirkpatrick and 


Partners; and quantity surveyors Franklin 
and Andrews. Services consultants are Roger 
Preston and Partners. 


LIVERPOOL DEVELOPMENTS 
Proposals for Multi-Storey Flats 


Lrverroow Crry CoUNCIL is contemplating 
a number of ambitious schemes which 
inchide provisions for a big improvement 
to the Pier Head and the construction of 
flats including blocks of 22 storeys in the 
city centre. 

Proposals regarding the Pier Head schemes 
have been provisionally approved by the 
Corporation Finance Committee, and it is 
hoped work will start during the present 
financial year. They provide for the con- 
centration of buses at the northern end of 
the Pier Head, ornamental gardens, the ban- 
ning of cars, a promenade and a Maritime 
Museum and a new Customs House. 

The site for the proposed multi-storey flats 
is in the centre of the city and the scheme 


embraces blocks ranging from 11 to 22 
storeys. The site forms part of a blitzed 
area, and is at present mostly utilised as a 
parking ground for private cars and coaches. 


HOUSING PROBLEMS IN 
NORTH-WEST SURREY 
New Town Suggested 


A NEW TOWN to accommodate the ever 
growing population in north-west Surrey, 
many thousands of whom are now living in 
caravans, is among the proposals recom- 
mended ‘by a conference of representatives 
of five neighbouring local authorities in the 
area. Further discussions are ‘to be held 
after these authorities have had an oppor- 
tunity of reviewing suggestions. 

The conference was convened by Chertsey 
Urban Council and included representatives 
from the urban’ councils of Chertsey, 
Egham, Staines, Walton and Weybridge and 
Woking. The discussions were concerned 
with caravan and housing problems, and 
the representatives agreed on three points 
to ‘be referred to the Councils concerned. 

They were: (1) An endeavour to secure 
firmer planning control on the use of 
caravans and caravan sites; (2) the possibility 
of more houses becoming available, both 
nationally and locally, for letting and for 
sale; and (3) an approach to the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government on the 
possibility of an existing new town taking, 
or another new town being built to take, 
the overspill population from iocal authori- 
ties in that area. 


North-west Surrey is the part of the 
county most affected by the caravan 
problem, and there has been particular 


bitterness in the Chertsey and Egham areas, 
where many dozens of caravans remain on 
unauthorised sites. It has been estimated 
that the caravan population in the area is 
several thousands.

NOTTINGHAM CORPORATION’S 
APPEAL DISMISSED IN CONTRACT 
CASE 
Court of Appeal, Before Lord Goddard 
and Lords Justices Romer and Pearce 


Nottingham Corporation v. 
F. G. Minter Ltd. 


HE Court of Appeal on April 29 dis- 

missed an appeal by Nottingham Cor- 
poration against Mr. Justice Barry’s judg 
ment on May 13 last year for F. G. Minter, 
Ltd., builders, of Buckingham Gate, Lon- 
don, SW, in an action concerning a contract 
for £749,500 for the erection of Notiingham 
technical college 

In January, 1956, the builders gave to a 
joint committee a notice determining the 
contract because £24,470 due to them had 
not been paid. It was agreed that the work 
be completed, and, if a judge held that the 
notice was valid, about £32,000 would be 
paid to the builders 

Mr. Justice Barry decided that the Cor- 
poration had, by their conduct, held out the 
committee as their agents. He also held 
that the Corporation were the employers, 
and that the builders’ notice was valid. 

Mr. C. N. SHawcross, QC, for the Cor- 
poration, submitted that the notice should 
have been served on them. Nothing was due 
to the builders until 14 days after a certifi 
cate had been presented. They treated the 
committee as their employers. 

Lorp GopparD: Perhaps if the builders 
had had a solicitor on the premises he would 
have told them to send a notice to both the 
committee and the Corporation. I am not 
surprised that the builders thought that their 
reali employers were the committee. They 
asked for payment and could not get it, so 
they said they would not go on with the job 

The court did not call on Mr. R. D 
Stewart-Brown, QC, for F. G. Minter, Ltd. 

Lorp GopDARD, giving judgment, said that 
three local authorities, Nottingham Corpora- 
tion, and Nottinghamshire and Derbyshire 
County Councils, desired to build the col 
lege, and, as all three would be contributors 
to the cost and would be represented on the 
governing body, a joint committee was 
appointed. The Corporation were technically 
the builders’ employers, the contract having 
been made with them. It turned out that the 
contract was not very profitable for the 
builders. Two of the architect’s certificates 
were not paid in due time, and the contrac 
tors gave notice to determine the contract. 

It had been said that the notice was not 
given to the Corporation, but his lordship 
thought that the joint committee had express 
authority to receive it and that the builders 
were entitled to send it to them. 

Lorps Justices ROMER and PEARCE 
agreed. The appeal was dismissed, with 
costs. Leave to appeal to the House of 
Lords was refused.

Scotland’s Housing This Year 


HE number of new houses completed in 
Scotland in the first three months of 
this year was 7,425. This was over 1,000 
fewer than in the same quarter last year, but 
about 800 more than in the previous three 
months. These facts are given in the 
quarterly housing return for Scotland 
(HMSO, price Is. 3d.) published on April 28. 
Under the post-war housing programme 
over 361,000 houses have now been built in 
Scotland. In addition 32,176 temporary 
houses were completed between 1945 and 
1949. At the end of March the total number 
of new houses under construction was 28,661 
compared with 29,724 at the end of Decem- 
ber. At the end of December, 1958, the total 
of unfit houses demolished or closed since 
January 1, 1955, was 34,849,

Parent Company: The factories at Willenhall have been fully 
occupied during the year Our home trade was again higher 
than the previous year with both the building and the motor 
trades, but export trade fell slightly. I am glad to say there was 
a good recovery in the last quarter, which has continued into the 
current year. At the end of 1958 the order book was in a very 
satisfactory position. 

Edwin Showell and Sons, Ltd: The reorganisation to which | 
referred last year has been very extensive and was not com 
pleted until late in the year. A loss was incurred, but we are 
satisfied that, given reasonable business conditions, a good poten- 
tial exists and we can expect improved results in the future 

South Africa: The South African company had a very good 
year. The expenditure on extensions to the factory and plant 
has yielded a quick dividend, assisted by a satisfactory rise in 
turnover. Further additions at the plant of both buildings and 
machinery were completed during the year 

Additions to buildings during the year include most of the 
cost of the extensions in South Africa, and payments on account 
for work done on a major extension at the Portobello factory 
at Willenhall. The building contract for this latter item has 
been placed and £63,000 is included in the outstanding capital 
commitments to cover the balance of the cost. It is hoped 
to have the building in use towards the end of 1959. Apart from 
some additions to capacity in South Africa, plant expenditure 
during the year was only normal replacement and modernisation 
Total expenditure is approximately equal to the depreciation 
provided in the year. As usual, plant and buildings have been 
maintained at a high standard of efficiency. 

ACCOUNTS 

The trading profit of £295,007 is £34,531 higher than in 1957, 
an increase of 13 per cent. The amount required for taxation 
on the year’s profit (as amended by the 1959 Budget) is £134,739, 
and the net available profit is £27,161 higher at £160,268. The 
proposed dividend distribution in respect of 1958 requires slightly 
more than in 1957, but a further £10,960 will be absorbed by a 
special interim dividend declared for 1959. 

The Consolidated Balance Sheet shows a strong position with 
a liquid surplus of £757,521 compared with £655,949 a year ago. 
The total of Capital and Reserves invested in the business has 
increased by £122,211 in the year, now standing at £1,301,164 

The proposed final dividend of 6} per cent, with the interim 
dividend already paid of 5 per cent makes a total distribution 
of 114 per cent for the year 

LONDON STOCK EXCHANGE QUOTATION 

Your directors have recognised for some time that the market 
for the company’s shares on the Birmingham Exchange was 
very limited. Following the last increase in Capital, the time was 
thought opportune and an application to the London Stock 
Exchange for a quotation in respect of the whole of the issued 
capital was approved as from 26th February, 1959. 

PROSPECTS FOR 1959 

I am very reluctant to prophesy what trade will be like for 
the rest of this year. At the moment all our factories are 
fully employed and we have a satisfactory order book. With 
the political and economic difficulties that so many of our over- 
seas friends are experiencing, | myself do not care to make any 
forecast of the future. What I said in my remarks last year 
about trade with the self-governing dominions is still largely 
true today; they all have access to our home market without 
restriction but many of them impose licence or quota restrictions 
on the goods we manufacture and would like to sell to them 

STAFF 

I again wish to express our thanks to all the members of our 
staff, to all employees in the factories at home and in South 
Africa, and to all our representatives and agents for their loyalty 
and hard work during the year.

ANOTHER YEAR OF PROGRESS 

The Twenty Fourth Annual General Meeting of Taylor Woodrow 
Limited will be held on May 29 in London. 

The following is an extract from the review of Mr. Frank Taylor, 
the Chairman, which has been circulated to Shareholders with the 
Directors’ Report and Accounts for 1958 

The progress of your Company during the year under review has 
been not unsatisfactory and evidence of this is reflected in the 
Accounts for the year ended December 31, 1958. 

In the conditions affecting the Building and Civil Engineering 
Industry generally in the latter half of 1958, contracts of the right 
type were more difficult to obtain. Happily in recent months, we 
have seen a reduction in the Bank Rate and the suspending of Govern- 
ment controls on borrowing and the raising of new capital by private 
enterprise. It is expected that these factors will assist towards increasing 
the volume of building and civil engineering work available 

ACCOUNTS 

The Profits for the year have been announced at £538,761 but the 
figures now submitted take into account the proposed reduction in 
the rate of Income Tax from 8s. 6d. to 7s. 9d. Consequently, the 
Profits for the year after Taxation are shown at £573,761 as com- 
pared with £525,062 for the previous year 

Your Directors are recommending that the final dividend for the 
year shall be 74d. per share (less tax), which is the same amount 
per share as for 1957 but for 1958 it is on 9,000,000 Ordinary Shares 
which includes the 3,000,000 Ordinary Shares which were issued out 
of Reserves in November, 1958. 

The turnover, including Subsidiary Companies but not Associated 
Companies, for 1958 was £27 million, an increase of 20 per cent 
compared with the 1957 total of £224 million 

AT HOME 

Building and Civil Engineering: This year has been one of great 
activity and increased turnover despite competitive conditions in the 
industry 

Hinkley Point Atomic Power Station, upon the design and con- 
struction of which we are engaged in association with the English 
Electric Company Limited and Babcock & Wilcox Limited, continues 
to attract the widest interest not only owing to its size and importance 
but also because of the vigorous manner in which the contract is 
being undertaken 

During 1958 the second atomic power station at Calder Hall and 
the conventiona! power station at Castle Doningon were both success- 
fully commissioned. Our work upon other stations at High Marnham 
and Northfleet is progressing well. 

The completion of Bowater House for The Land Securities Invest- 
ment Trust Limited provides London with undoubtedly one of its 
most handsome buildings and we were happy to be appointed by this 
same employer to develop an important island site bordering upon 
Oxford-street, W1. Another prominent office building upon which 
work is advancing well is that of The English Electric Company, 
Limited, in Aldwych, WC2. We anticipate commencing work shortly 
on two further major contracts for office development in Victoria- 
street, SW1. 

Elsewhere, we are engaged upon schemes contributing towards the 
modernisation of British Railways, missile bases for the Air Ministry, 
Harrods new store in Birmingham and much private industrial deve- 
lopment including work for Carreras Limited, Cow & Gate Limited 
and The Wellcome Foundation Limited. We have a larger than ever 
volume of work in hand. 

Myton Limited: This Company continues to expand and again 
finished the year with a good order book. It faces the future with 
confidence 

Plant Companies: The large purchases of Capital equipment necessi- 
tated extensions to our plant overhaul facilities. These extensions 
have now been agreed and building work will be undertaken during 
the current year. 

Arcon Export and Home: As with many other Companies supplying 
capital goods to Overseas markets, during 1958 Taylor Woodrow 
(Building Exports) Limited felt the repercussions of a trade recession 
in which a major contributory factor was the world-wide fall in com- 
modity prices, and corresponding reduction in purchasing power and 
demand by many hitherto fruitful territories. At Home too, credit 
control and other factors restricted the volume of orders to a certain 
extent, but recent relaxations have brought signs of a modest revival 

OVERSEAS 

Canada: Building and Civil Engineering contracts in this Dominion 
are still subject to severe competition. However, during the year under 
review Taylor Woodrow (Canada) Limited obtained two substantial 
contracts and good progress is being made on these two contracts. 

West Africa: Continued progress has been made by our Associated 
Companies in Nigeria, Ghana and Sierra Leone. A number of sub- 
stantial contracts were obtained during the year including important 
road construction works and the extensions to Lagos Airport. 

Work on the £34 million extensions to Port Harcourt Harbour con- 
tinues to show good progress. 

During the year a number of leaders of Industry have publicly 
declared their views on Nationalisation. Under free enterprise great 
progress has been made by Industries generally, and in my view it is 
essential for the well-being of the nation as a whole that control of 
Industry be left in the hands of those with the necessary experience 
who have proved themselves capable of running it 
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‘Ah, good morning, my man!’ said 
Baron Rabbit. ‘1 want to buy a pipe.’ 
“Yes, your excellency’, said the tobac- 
conist respectfully. ‘We have some fine old 
briars, or perhaps a meerschaum, or a clay 
pipe — but O no, your worship wouldn’t 
want anything so insignificant as that —’ 
‘Insignificant ?’ cried the Baron. ‘Clay 
pipes are glorious! Salt glazed clay is well- 
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nigh impervious! It’s acid-resistant! Im- 
mune to moulds and fungus! Can’t be 
scratched by sand or grit !
